P aul Harvey , 32, radio and tele- 
vision newscaster, went before 
the federal grand jury Thursday 
to recite Chapter H of the story 
behind his -"invasion” of. the 
Argonne National Laboratory. 

Also on hand in the U.S. Court- 
house was Rep. Busbey (R., 111.), 
who has defended Harvey.’s 
action as “patriotic.” • 

Busbey arrived, at the court- 
house after Harvey had gonfe 
before the grand jury. 

The congressman refused to 
comment to reporters on his role 
in the case, 'saving he first 
wanted to talk with Otto Kemer 
Jr., the U.S. district attorney.
